I have my chocolate bars and dog biscuits all packed 
myself. A spider's web of circumstances brought about this crisis and I 
will pick out the flies in the ointment for my readers in the folléwing 


paragraphs: 

The Chinese have @ real grievance 
against the Soviet Republic. The Rus- 
sians man all the Eastern Railway’s 
trains, and the Chinese demand a 
clearer pronunciation of such stations 
as Pzimnskjnptsb, Jwhbtrofbjmlt and 
Vfbxinstsphlz when the Russian brake- 
men call them off. The way the 
brakemen have been announcing these 
stations lately, the Chinese never knew 
where they got off. So they declared 
war to find out. 

“On the other hand the timetables of 
the Chinese Eastern Railway are printed 
m Chinese, a language which is always 
read backwards. When a Russian, there- 
Idre, was taking a train, he would look 
it up in the timetable and Read Up 
whére he should Read Down, and Read 
Down where he should have Read Up. 
In order to be sure of not missing the 
train a Russian had to read these time- 
tables standing on his head.

The entire congress of librarians 


which met recently in Rome was re- 
ceived by the Pope. The reception 
took place in the great hall of the 
Vatican library.

By this time 
the Pope's smile had faded altogether 
and he stood for a moment in deep 
reverie. Then he whispered: ’ ‘Oh, 
those happy days, those happy days, 
gone forever!”

Carin?, for fhe 
Oil Lamp 


ERHAPS you are one of those dis- 
satisfied women who are depene- 
dent upon oil lamps for lighting 

the summer bungalow. These lamps 
give a very satisfactory light if properly 
cared for. Much depends upon the 
treatment you give the wicks. 

Start the new wick right and half 
your trouble will be eliminated. First 
clip off all loose threads. After that do 
not cut the wick, always rub it, Put 
a new wick into the lamp several ‘hours 
before using it in order to saturate it 
well, If it is a circular wick, turn the 
wick up and hold that part which ex- 
tends above tthe burner in a shallow 
cup, or can cover, of oil until thor- 
oughly saturated. Place burner into 
lamp, but have no oil in the lamp. 
Light the wick, put chimney on and 
let the oil burn out of the wick. ‘This 
will char the wick and enable you to 
rub it down smoothly and evenly, 

Do not cut the wick. Use a bit of 
soft paper or the finger of a glove to 
rub it. If any charred wick or burned 
insect falls into the lower part of the 
burner remove it to avold the danger 


of ignition and setting fire to the oil 
in the lamp. 

After a lamp has been standing with 
just a little oil in.do not light it be- 
fore it is filled and the burner carefully 
wiped. This 1s a safety precaution. 

When lighting a lamp let the flame 
burn low until the metal of the burner 
is heated then turn it as high as possi- 
ble without smoking and you will have 
® clear, steady flame, A well-cared-for 
lamp is not dangerous and properly 
eee ad wicks mean a satisfactory

One quart sugar 


One-fourth pound seedless raisins 

One and one-half oranges 

One-fourth pound broken walnut 
meats. 


The making of the conservé is a mate 
ter of half an-hour given the cracked 
nuts and steam gooseberries. 

The working kit required for the con- 
serve test include’ a knife, quart meas- 
ure or a measuring cup, nut cracker, 
large saucepan, bowls for shredded 
oranges, cracked nuts and raisins, long 


hand!ed spoon, strainer,! two sterilized. 
pint jars and a small pot, rubbers a1.-t 
tops, large pan of boiling water for ja-s, 
asbestos mat for flame, clock. 

Pick the ct2ms and hbtlossos: ends 
from the gooseberries, Plae ‘fu a 
strainer and rinse with lukewarm 
water; drain well, Crack woe welaurs 
and break in picec3 and place iu a bowl. 
Wash and dry the secdlet3 raissis—or 
seeded raisins may be preierred. Peel 
the oranzes end sarci. 

Placa the jars and rubbers and fops 
in the pan of lu’tcwarm water and 
slowly bri8z to a coll, taking care that 
the jars do not crack, | 

Turn the draincd gooseberries, the 
sugar and shredded oranges into the 
saucepan and siowly bring to a boil 
over. a low flame, stirring with the long, 
handled spoon to avoid scorching. In 
ten minutes the sugary mass will be 
boiling nicely. Take the time. 

Lower the flame and continue boiling 
the goosebetry mixture. When It be- 
comes thick, place the asbestos mat 
under the’ saucepgn. After twenty: 
minutes. bofiing, add the raisins and! 
continue to watch the pot. Just before 
the conserve is the consistency desired, 
add the broken nuts and let cook a bit 
more, or consider the caokihg over. . 

A conserve should be thick and 
sliceabie when cold. But personal taste 
decides what consistency ig-right. Take 
the conserve from the heat and pour 
into the sterilizéd pint jars dnd ,the 
smail pot. Wipe with damp cloth, ad- 
just. rubbers. and tops firmly and set 
aside-to cool. 

This sweet may be enjoyed as soon as 
cold, .ot may be stored for later con- 
sumption. Properly prepared and 
sealed, it will keep indefinitely.

The proper method of using 
Mortemoth crystals is to tie 
them in small sacks, and to 
place these sacks down in the 
channe] of the piece, as deeply 
as possible, behind the ‘cush- 
ions, so that, upon expansion, 
the gas will spread and [i!] the 
spring units in the back and 
in the bottom of the piece. 

When the sackg are empty, 
fill them again.
